Eisenhower appoirited Mrs.

attorney, became Assistant Sec- . 
retary of Labor. 4,000 Washing- 
ton housing .units have been 
desegregated. Hotels, restau-° 
rants, bars and theatres in Wash- 
ington -have dropped their for- 
merly rigid jimcrow _ policies. 
Segregation has. been. outlawed 
in the Armed Forces and Vet- 
erans Administration hospitals. 
Eisenhower’ has established a 
Government Contracts Commit- 
tee to check on the enforcement 
of the nondiscrimination clause 
in all government contracts with 
private concerns. And it can be 
added that the President also 
appointed a Negro, Scovil 
Richardson, to the Federal 
Parole Board.. 

This. is. the record (except 
the appointment of Richardson) . 
cited by Rep. Powell as the 
basis.. for hjs. conclusion that 
“President Eisenhower, without 
political trumpeting, has quietly 
started a revolution which, I 
believe, means an era of greater 
promise for Negro citizens.”

IT IS CONCEIVABLE that 
Rep.

The late Dr. Mary. Church 
Terrell, much more than Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, was_ respon- 
sible for this victory. 

To be sure, there have been 
someé sizable gains made against 
the jimcrow system, some of 
them coming during the Eisen-~ 
hower administration. But by no 
stretch of the imagination can 
these gains be attributed to the 
“deep-seated moral and ‘spiritual 
convictions -of the President”; 
nor to his “determination to be 
the President of all the people,” 
as Rep. Powell wrote in his 
article.

THE NEGRO PEOPLE and 
the organized labor movement 
must note that President Eisen- 
hower began his term in office 
opposing. a fair employment 
practices: law, and he is still 
in opposition. 

This happens to be the central 
demand of every one who ex- 
presses an interest in Negre 
rights. 


But the President hid@s his 
opposition to guaranteeing the 
right of all Americans every 
job for which they are quali- 
fied~ by appointing a toothless 
committee presided .over by 
vice-president’ Richard Nixon: 
And during its year of life no 
one has claimed .that the Gov- 
ernment Contracts Committee 
has obtained enough jobs for 
Negro’ workers to match the 
fingers on Rep. Powell's two 
hands. 

The President’s Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell deposited 
a friend of the court brief in 
the school segregation cases. 
But as Rep. Powell's article was 
being displayed on the néws- 
stands, mobs were attacking Ne- 
gro children in Washington, 
Baltimore, and Milford, Del. 
Further south, there were threats 
of open rebellion and violence 
in defiance of a ruling of the 
U.S. Supreme Court. It would 
appear that the “President of 
all the people” should order his 
Attorney General to crack down 
on the racist conspiracy spread- 
ing across the country. But in- 
stead, on last Tuesday, Herbert 
Brownell, in an act of political 
obscenity, boasted of organizing 
a “task force” against free speech 
and free thought under the guise 
of fighting “Communism.” 

The. times, it seems to me, 
call more for a challenge to the 
Eisenhower administration to act + 
than for praise. For it is pos- 
sible that praises sung too loud- 
ly now can drown ‘out calls for 
help from Negro children facing 
racist mobs, It is to be hoped 
that Rep. Powell reconsiders.
